In reply t0 seéveral communications ad-
dressed to thest Headquarters, in refer-
ence to the proceedings of the €ivil autho-
rities of South Carolina in the collection
of taxes, the followirig letter of instruction
from his Excellency the Governor,-to the
Comptroller-General, is published for the
inforination of all concerned:

Hon. 8 T. Leaphart, Comptroller-General :

Sir. Upon conference with several of
the Tax (Collectors,as well asthe Attorney
General, I am safisfied that the enforce-
ments of the Acts of the General Assembly,
according to their technicdl import, will
be very oppressive to the poor who are
unable to pay their taxes and have no
property, and who, in such contingency,
are required to be arrested and confined in
jail until they do pay the execution; and
it will impose a ruinous burthen on the
State to pay for dieting -all who may be
arrested. When once placed in jail, there
18 no power to release the delinquert nntil
the Legislature meets. In the present
straightened condition of the finances of
the State it must be avoided, and you are
Hereby directed to issue a notice to the
Sheriffs of the several Districts, instruct-
ing them not to_drrest and put in jail any
delinquent in a tax execution, unless such
Sheriff, upon inquiry, shall be satisfied thiat
he or she is fraudulently concealing prop-
erty, or withholding money. belong'ng to
him or her ; and that in every case where
he believes the delinyuent is unable, for
want of nieans, to pay, the execution shall
be so endorsed, and no proceedings further
taken npon it,

The instructions of the Governor will
be carefully observed by Sheriffs and all
other offiers.. Sheriffs or other officers
charged with the execntion of ‘process for
the collection of taxes, will be required 'to
report to the Commanding Officer of the
Post in which their duties are performed,
the namesi of all parties imprironed for the
non-payment of taxes, the amount of tax
due, and the amount of costs and fees, to-
gether with the evidence showing “that
he or she'is fraudulently concealing pro-
perty or withholding money belonging to
him or her.”

Post Commanders will see that the re-
quirements of this Circular are observed.

The general destitution prevailingamong
the population of this Mhlitary District
cannof; be relieved without affording means
for the development of their industrial re-
gources. The nature and extentof the
destitntion demand extraordinary meas-
ures. The people are borne down by a
heavy burden of debt ; the crops of grain
and garden produce failed last year; many
families have been deprived ot shelter;
wany more need food and clothing; need-
ful implements and auxiliaries of husban-
dry are very scarce; the laboring popuia-
tion in numerous localities are threatened
with starvation, unless supplied with food
by the Government of the United States;
the inability of a large portion of the peo-
ple to pay taxesleaves the local authorities
without adequaté means of relief; and the
gravity of the situation is increased by the
general disposition shown by creditors to
enforce, upon an impoverished people,
the immediate collection of all claims.

To suffer all this-to go on without re-
straint or remedy is tosacrifice the general
good. The rights of creditors shall be res
pected; bat the appeal of want and suffering
must be heeded. Moved by these consi-
derations, the following regulations are
ennounced : They will continue in foree,
with such modifications as the occasion
may require, until the civil government of
the respective States shall be established,
in accordance with the requirements of the
Government, of the United States.

The Commanding General earnestly de-
sirus and eonfidently believes that the ob-
servance of these regnlations, and the co-
operation of all persons concerned in em-
plofiug fairly and justly the advantages
still remaining to them, will mitigate the
distress now existing; and that the aven-
ues of industry, enterprise, and the organ-
ization thus opened, will contribute to the
permanent welfare and future happiness of
the people,

I, Imprisonment for debt is prohited ;
unless the defendant in execution shall be
convicted of a_ fraudulent concealment or
disposition of his property, with intent to
hinder, delay and prevent the creditors in
the recovery of his debt or demand. And
the proceedings now established in North
and South Carolina, respectively, for the
trial and determination ot such questions,
may be adopted.

I1. Judgments or decrees, for the pay-
ment of woney, on causes of nction arising
between the 19th of December, 1860, and
the 15th of May, 1865, shall not be entforeed
by execulion against the property ov the
person ot the defendant.

Washingion News and Gossip:
W asmiNGToN, April 15,

In the Supreme Court, to-day, Chief
Justice Chase délivered an opinion in the
case of the State of Mississippi agaibst,
President Johnson and Gen. Ord, on a
motion for leave to file a bill restraining
thém from the executivn of the reconstriic-
tion Act. The court dissented from the
argument of counsel; that the President
is required merely to performa ministerial
act, and held that the terms ministerial
and executive are by no means 2quivalent
in their import. A ministerial duty; the
performance of which may, in proper
cases, be required of the head ofa depart-
ment by judivial process; is one in respect
to whick nothing is left to distretion. On
the other hind, it is the duty of the Pres-
ident tu see that the laws are faithfully ex-
ecuted, and among the laws are the recon-
struction Acts; An dtteropt on the part
of the judicial department to enjoin the
performance of such duties by the Presi-
dent might justly be characterized, in the
language of Chief Justicé Marshall, “as
an absurd and exvessive exiravegance.”—
Congress is the legislative department of
the Envemment—the President is the exs
ecutive department. Neither can be re-
strained in its action by the judicial de-
partment, though the acts of both, when
yerformed, are, in proper cases, subject to
its cognizancé. The court proceeded to
show the impropriety of such interference;
by considering the probable consequences,
and concluded as follows: “It has been

suggested that the bill contains a prayer S.C

that if the releif sought cannot be beld
against Andrew Johnson as President, it
may be granted agaiost Lim as a citizen ot
the State of Tennessce: But it is plain
that relief against the execution ofan Act
of Congress by Andrew Johnson is relief
againstits execution by the President.—
A bill praying for an injunction against
the execution of an Act of Congress by
the incumbent of the Presidential office
cannot be received, whether it describes
him as President or siniply asa eitizen of
a State:’, The motion to file the bill is
therefore, denied: _

In the case of the State of Georgia
